CAEP CULTURE. 


THE FOURTH OF LEVI DAVIa’ ARTI­ 
CLES (SECOND SERIES). 


On the Culture of carp for Food—How to 
Raise the Fleh—Interest­ 
ing Facta. 


[Frepared for the BacoaD-UKiox. ] 
Before proceeding further I wish to cor­ 
rect an error which occurred in my last 
article, in regard to stone and gravel in 
ponds. The types make me say that if 
there are stones and gravel in the pond 
there is no need of the aquatic plant. Now, 
if this idea was acted upon, it would give 
a man a worthless pond ; yes, more than 
worthless—it would be an expensive one, 
and cause him an entire failure in hatching. 
I meant to havp said that there was no 
need of, neither should there be, any gravel 
or atone in the pond. I know I am giving 
a large amount of sugar for a cent, but do 
not wish to mix quinine with it. We will 
now return to 
THE YOUNG CARP 
In the pond. As stated in article No. 3, 
they soon began to take food, and here the 
amusement commences. They go in schools, 
and to throw in a piece of bread, or any food 
that will float on the surface of the water, 
causes them to go for it like a gang of little 
pigs, too numerous by half to get in the 
swill tub. I have seen the fish, in their 
anxiety and rush, throw each other en­ 
tirely out of the water, and you can also 
hear them Bucking 
off 
the 
food 
the same as you can a pig. Thus they 
continue to feed until winter begins, 
when they commence to seek the deeper 
water, to pass the winter season in a kind 
of sleepy or torpid state similar to the habit 
of the bear. This will sometimes occur as 
early as the 1st cf November should the 
winter set in early. They always enter 
this state in groups of 50 or 100 or more. 
They make a cavity in the mud at the bot­ 
tom of the panel, called a kettle, and in 
this they pass the time in that dormant 
condition until spring, huddled together in 
concentric circles, with their heads to­ 
gether, the posterior portion of the body 
raised and held immovable, scarcely lifting 
the gills for 
THE PROCESS OF BREATHING, 
And without taking food. They take no 
food from about October until March, and 
in colder districts somewhat longer ; yet 
during all this winter sleep they do not 
loose any weight, but come out of it in 
the spring fatter than when entering. The 
carp does not grow during the winter 
months ; warmth alone seems to exercise 
a favorable influence on them to promote 
growth. They come forth only when the 
rays of the spring sun have warmed the 
water thoroughly, and then they commence 
to take food. At this time the eggs have 
developed considerable in the body of the 
fish, and it only requires a few days of 
warm weather to bring about the spawning, 
Wuiuh 1 have deecrihed in a previous ar­ 
ticle. They only grow during the months 
of May, June, July and August; they gain 
a little during September by accumula­ 
tion of fat around their entrails. Should 
the month of May be mild and warm from 
the beginning, we may look for and expect 
a good growth throughout the entire sea­ 
son. Cuiturists altogether dislike cold and 
stormy weather at this season, as not only 
the eggs, but also the young fry suffer 
much fiooi it. A wet, cold, stormy sum- 
m r is no more profitable to the carp cuit­ 
urists than it is to agriculturists. I prom­ 
ised in a previous article to speak of 
THE carp’s EXEMIES, 
And here is a suitable place to notice some 
of them. The pond must (or should) be 
screened against the intrusion of pike, eels, 
ba3B, catfish and all other cannibal fish, 
frogs, enakes, rats, the water dog, turtles, 
and various kinds of water fowls, and all 
vorccious animals. A line grating will pre­ 
vent the entrance of the former, while 
against the latter various traps may be 
used to advantage; and other means 
might be adopted in small establishments, 
such as I have been speaking of, contaiDiog 
a fraction, or a few acres. It will be found 
advantageous (even should it be a little 
expensive) to inclose the ponds with a 
board fence three or four feet high, and 
set four or five inches in the ground. 
This 
will 
exclude 
a great many 
enemies, even the snapping turtle, which 
is the most dreaded of all the enemy tribe 
of the fish. This contemptible water ani­ 
mal, if we should call him such, has been 
known to clean out all the fish in,ponds ; 
at night it seizes the fish (which,"not ex­ 
pecting danger, rest at the bottom), with 
its sharp fangs and kills them. It is a 
peculiarity of the carp to rest 
ON THE BOTTOM AT NIGHT, 
And also during cold, stormy weather, and 
this monster, the snapping-turtle, has 
therefore a good opportunity of destroying 
the fish. 
In placing spawn in ponds for 
hatching purposes, there should be none 
except good, healthy, first class fish pu1; in, 
and, as I have already stated, two males to 
one female. I have been often asked how 
to distinguish the sexes. 
The females rre 
usually thicker and broader, 
more 
flat airnss the abdomen and of a paler color, 
while the malts are roaoder and more trim 
built, and usually of a deeper orange color 
on the ah lomen ; and in the spring sea 
son the males have protuberances like warts 
on their heads and backs. But in order 
that there may be no mistake, place 
a fish on if a back in one 
hand, 
and with 
the 
thumb and 
finger 
of the other hand press gently from the 
gills to the fundament, snd if a male the 
milt will flow, which looks like cream. By 
this mode of examination no mistake will 
occur. 
A NEW QUESTION 
Has just been asked me by Mr. Drake, of 
Hmnboldt, Cal. His letter of inquiry em­ 
bodies facts of some importance, and reads 
as follows : “ I have got the carp fever. 
In looking over the files of one of my pa- 
pe-s I find several communications from 
you, and in one of them I get the idea that 
you have the fish for sale. I would like 
to know your pitee for half a dozen old 
fish and young fry, and how much the 
freight would he on them to Kureka, Hum­ 
boldt Bay, Cal. I have a splendid place 
to make one large pond containing two or 
three acres. The ground is covered with 
a deu9e thicket of myrtle, alders, and 
blackberry bushes. Of course, when the 
water is flooded ever that ground all these 
kind of bushes would be apt to die. I 
would like to know from you whether such 
decaying vegetation would be good for the 
fish or not, or would I have to cut it all 
away and burn it off the ground ? I would 
make the water fifteen feet deep, and by 
blocking up between banks about twenty- 
feet in part, and have a great plenty of shal­ 
low water for spawning also. I will he 
ready to order the tisn ah rat Christmas. 
I havo given the letter entire, as it appears 
to me that he means business, and with a 
show for good success. I have auswtred 
him privately, and I hope satisfactorily-, on 
ail points of inquir.es. But the question 
that I wish to Eo'ice here is in relation to 
the brush on the grounds, I advised him | 
to clear it off, for fear that it might create 
such gases (by decaying in the water) as 
to injure or kill the lish, and in case it did 
not kill or injure the health of them, it 
would bo most likely to make them taste 
moldy, or be 
OF BAD FLAVOR. 
In order to have good fish we want good, 
jlure water to grow them in. I might say 
here that the express charges are just 
double on live fish to . what they are for 
merchandise, for the reason that they have'- 


to be cared for en route, and the water 
changed on them to keep them alive and 
welk 
They will carry thun only 
by rail and water. 
Before concluding 
my articles on carp cuitare I wish to pass 
over some European history on carp, aifd 
notice some of their operations. We will 
thus learn the extent of some of their 
p >nds. 
Not such as I have spoken of 
(containing from a fraction up to 
an 
acre), 
bot 
such 
as 
they 
have 
in 
Europe 
to 
raise 
fish 
fur the market. I will algo consider 
their mode of drawing off (or catching) the 
fish from the ponds. I have been requested 
to answer one more question, viz. : How 
many pounds of fish can be raised to the 
square rod ? etc. This question will be an­ 
swered in a future article.

PROGRESS IH INDUSTRIAL EDUCATIOS. 


In the progress of this new system of 
education, note is made of the fact that 
the Industrial Education Society of Bjston, 
in 1877 78, made the experiment “ to give 
boys that intimacy with tools and that en­ 
couragement to the inborn inclination of 
handicraft, and that guidance in its use, 
for want of which so mauy young men now 
drift into crowded and uncongenial occu­ 
pations, or lapse into idleness of vice.” 
The city generously gave the use of one of 
its ward rooms for this new and novel 
school, and three gentlemen, a photographei 
and two practical wood-oarvers, gave 
thtir services gratuitously, Tuesday and 
Friday evenings of each week, as superin 
tendente and directors of the work. The 
experiment was successful, and there were 
more applicants than the school could re­ 
ceive. 
The outfit of the Boston school was : 
Tnirty-two firm work-benches for thirty- 
two boys, giving to each a space four by 
two and a half feet. Each bench had a 
vise with wooden jams and an iron screw, 
a drawer with lock and key in which the 
tools were kept, and a gas-burner with a 
movable arm. Each boy was provided with 
a work-apron of cotton drilling. Benches, 
tools and aprons were numbered, and each 
boy held acconntabls for their care and 
keeping. 
The following were the bench 
regulations : “ Be at the bench at 7 o'clock, 
according to your number. Do not leave 
the bench without permission. Make no 
unnecessary noise. Keep your bench neat 
and do not deface it. After work place 
all the tools in their drawers and return 
the key to the teacher. Every boy will be 
held accountable for the tools placed for his 
_ __ >1 
ose. 
Instruction, not construction, was the 
purpose of the school, its object being to 
make boys familiar with certain manipula­ 
tions equally useful in many different 
trades. 
This experiment has satisfied those in­ 
terested that manual education may be 
made an efficient part of public instruc­ 
tion. The student may be taught in classes, 
rendering it unnecessary, except in rare 
casts, to give individual instruction. A 
series of primary lessons in the use of wood­ 
working hand-tools has been prepared by 
specialists in Boston, which contain ex­ 
actly the information required in order that 
these arts may be brought- a3 completely 
within reach of ordinary educational meth­ 
ods as reading and writing. Eleven les­ 
sons, of two hours each, embrace the fol­ 
lowing topics : Use of the cross-cut saw ; 
hammer-striking—square blows ; splitting 
saw—sawing to line ; jack-plane—smooth­ 
ing rough surfaces ; hammer—driving nails 
vertically ; splitting saw—sawing at exact 
angles to upper surface; jack-plane—set­ 
ting the plane iron ; hammer —driving nails 
horizontally ; bit and brace—boring in ex­ 
act positions; mallet and chisel—mortising; 
jack-plane—producing surfaces which in­ 
tersect at exact angles. Auxiliary exercises, 
in laying out the work by measuring and 
lining, are incidental to all the lessons. 
Since the opening of this Boston school 
an investigation of the whole subject has 
been made by a committee appointed at 
the instance of the associated charities of 
that city. This committee reports that it 
believes industrial training, or the training 
of the hand and eye and thereby the mind 
as well, is an invaluable element of educa­ 
tion which deserves recognition and sup­ 
port such as has been given to so-called lit­ 
erary education ; that it will interest 
many who do not come for purely literary 
studies, and that it develops faculties which 
other studies do not. They recommend 
that it should be adopted as a part of the 
public school system. 
To show how far America is behind the 
other great nations in the execution of this 
reform, the committee obtained statistics 
showing that Austria has 1,037 schools for 
technical instruction, 4,290 teachers and 
97,713 pnpils, besides schools of forestry, 
mining and agriculture. Bavaria has 1,071 
industrial schools for girls, with 1,837 
teachers and 71,635 pupils, a polytechnical 
school at Munich, 30 technological schools 
and 4 of agriculture. In Germany there 
are 34 schools of architecture, 25 of mining, 
17 of forestry, 108 of commerce, 146 of ag­ 
riculture, 10 veterinary and 80 other tech­ 
nical schools. Denmark has 49 “ farmers’ 
high schools,” with 3,135 students, of 
whom 1,003 are females. In Holland there 
are 11 navigation schools and 32 industrial 
and drawing Bchools. In Switzerland 4 373 
females are employed in schools teaching 
needlework. In France a commission was 
for a long time engaged in the collection of 
evidence upon the success of industrial 
education elsewhere, and reported strongly 
in favor of it. It was also declared by the 
directors of large industrial establishments 
that generally the deplorable absence of 
elementary instruction, even among the 
most intelligent of the workmen, was one 
of the greatest obstacles to the improve­ 
ment of the artisan and the progress of 
industrial art. In view of these facts it 
appears clear that unless more attention is 
given to industrial education in this coun- 
trv, we may, in time, be obliged to depend 
upon foreign artisans. It is not necessary 
to carry this training to the extent of 
teaching the actual trades, since this would 
bring the public into competition with pri­ 
vate enterprise. The object of tbe schools 
should be to give a general skill which 
may readily be turned to account in dif­ 
ferent kinds of work. 
As to when tbe industrial branch should 
begin in the school course, the Btston com­ 
mittee say that examples are given by the 
kindergarten recently started in Philadel­ 
phia for teaching the minor arts, the in­ 
dustrial schools in Cambridge, Gloucester 
and Boston, and elsewhere, wherein it is 
j r.ivrd that courres in industrial training 
may be devised, so suited fur different ages 
as that such training mi^ht be made to 
begin in the primary schools and be con­ 
tinu'd in the grammar schools, possibly 
even farther, to correspond with the lite­ 
rary training given in the high schools. The 
committee arid that sewiDg has already 
been successfully introduced into the girls’ 
public schools of Boston. As to whether 
thn proposed industrial training would in­ 
terfere with the other studies, they quote 
an authority on the “ half tim e” sjBtemin 
education, who Bays : “ There is a special 
mutual influence between the school and 
the factory which improves the quality of 
the work done in each, ’—[Industrial News.

GOSSIP ABOUT NEEDLEWORK. 


^ Frank S. Maples, of Wawecus Hill, 
Conn., had the poor luck while out hunt­ 
ing the other day to drive a gray tquiirel 
into a hole in a tree thirty feet from the 
ground. Maples scaled the tree, pulled 
the squirrel out by the tail, and beat, his 
head against a limb.

He was then in 
a perilous plight, disabled thirty feet frim 
the ground, and a mile from help. He man­ 
aged to ^et tiowu from the tree, and while 
on his wav home started another gray 
squirrel, which he shot, firing from Ins left 
shoulder, which was sound. 


A novel use of outline stitch is in fash­ 
ion, Tne ordinary Nottingham lace tidy 
is transformed by its aid into a piece of 
decorative needle-work. Upon the center, 
which is usually plain, figures are worked 
in filoselle or crewels, while the bordering, 
which is generally of geometrical or fancy 
design, is outlined in the same materials, 
in all colors, the center of a circle or sqnare 
being often worked in beads. 
The fashionable arrasece, which figures 
so conspicuously in embroidery this fall, is 
now used to decorate the plush frames for 
beveled miirors. 
Designs are worked 
either in the corners or across the top and 
bottom, and are exceedingly eff-ctive. 
A new stitch is in use, which is a sort of 
combination of feather and cross stitch, 
and is very effective upon canvas. This 
consists in working stitches of varying 
length into and between each other, íd 
every alternate one the thread being passed 
under the needle in such a way as to pro­ 
duce a chain stitch. 
Combinations of painting and needle­ 
work are very usual. For instance, an ex­ 
ceedingly pretty lamp-shade is made by 
painting different designs upon squares of 
colored silk and tLen uniting the squares 
by sewing insertions of French lace round 
them, to which deep lace edging is after­ 
ward joined. A still handsomer effect is 
given by the introduction of a pretty tat­ 
ting pattern between the squares and the 
addition of a border of tatted medallions. 
llibbon forms quite an important feature 
in needle-work to-day. Raised effects are 
produced by gathering ribbon about an inch 
wide at intervals and then forming it into 
the shape of a bud or flower and laying it 
with a few invisible stitches in the center 
of a round of plush or velvet. Very pretty 
scarps for the piano are made in ordinary 
muslin, with such raised work íd ribbon 
carried out at the ends. 
The French knot, which is used for the 
centers of fl iwers or for stamens, pistil», 
etc., in art embroidery, is very easily made 
and needs only a little care to be very 
effective. 
In making it the thread is 
brought through to the front of the work 
and he’d in the left hand four or five inches 
from the work, while the needle is kept 
in the right hand. The thread thus held 
in the left hand must be twisted two or 
three times round the needle as close to the 
work as possible, then the point is turned 
down into the material nearly, but not ex 
actly, where the thread came np, the needle 
is pulled through to the other side, and 
the thread carefully drawn till the knot is 
firm. A little practice will result in a per­ 
fect French knot. 
Darning stitch is very much in use now. 
Designs are worked upon Java canvas is 
arrasoie, and the background is simply 
darned over quite evenly in any neutral- 
tinted crewel that may be preferred. This 
method has entirely superseded the old- 
fashioned cross-stitch. 
The imitation of tapestries and tapestried 
effects is more fashionable than ever. A 
great deal of this is obtained by what is 
known as inlaid applique, which consists 
in tracing the same pattern on two ma­ 
terials and then carefully cutting both 
out, and in laying one onto the other by 
sewing the upper portion on to the under 
with thread and covering the stitches with 
fine cord or windings of floss silk. Some­ 
times narrow ribbon or braid is stitched 
over the edges to keep them flat. 
Oriental embroidery on thin muslin is 
readily imitated at home by the use of 
pearl and iridescent brads, and velvet and 
plush leaves. The raised appearance of the 
flowers, whether they are in beads or em­ 
broidery, is gained by padding. Cotton 
wool is tires sewn very firmly upon the out­ 
lined desigD, and then the beads are thread­ 
ed in the numbers necessary and laid care­ 
fully over the padding, always being placed 
in one direction. Generally, in reproduc­ 
ing a flower in beads, the center will be a 
pearl or a cluster of smaller beads to repre 
sent the raised center of the natural flower. 
Drawn work is rapidly becoming more 
and more fashionable. It is trying to the 
eves, but so fascinating that ambitious 
workers are always elaborating designs in 
it. It consists in drawing out the threads 
of fine linen and filling in the spacce thus 
obtained by stitches of every variety. 
Recently, decoration for towels and nap­ 
kins has taken this form : The threads are 
drawn out at regular intervals, ar.d then a 
design is worked in the interstices in col­ 
ored threads, either in herring bone, but- 
ton-hole, or chain stitch, or by simply 
overcasting. 
The most fascinating baby blankets are 
made now in fine Saxony flannel, em­ 
broidered in raised designs of flowers and 
birds. The angel’s heats, which were so 
fashionable last year, are scarcely seen; 
they are replaced by a double bordering of 
delicately-tinted blossoms, one end being 
folded over and worked in such a way that 
it can be placed outside the coverlet. The 
latest style of all adds a monogram in the 
center. 
Gold-embroidery can seldom be satis­ 
factorily carried out upon the material to 
be decorated. The best and safest way is 
to work the design upon linen or crash, 
and then cut it out and applique it on to 
the surface upon which it is required. 


A CITY LITTLE RED RIDING HOOD 


The subject of this sketch was a clever 
little girl, who derived her odd name from 
wearing on her head the sleeve of one of 
her father’s old red flannel shirts. She 
was an independent little piece, and when 
asked why her mother didn’t buy her a 
new bonnet, said she would ‘,‘just sleeve 
wear what she had on.” When one of the 
neighbor’s children sneeringly said, “ Your 
pa gets drunk,” Little Red Riding Hood 
responded, “ Your pa would, too, but he 
can’t afford i t ; ” and when the nc-xt-door 
boy ill naturedly said, “ Your mother 
takes in washing,” Riding Hood answered, 
“ She don’t take in much when your 
mother gets the first whack at the line.” 
It will be seen from these incidents in her 
life that though little read, she was well 
posted, and the confidence with which her 
mother dispatched her to carry codfish- 
balls down into Steors township to her sick 
grandmother is easily understood. Hold­ 
ing the lead dime, which her mother bad 
given her for car fare, tightly in her hand, 
Little Red Riding Hood started fora street­ 
car, and, having a few minutos to 
wait, improved the opportunity by 
setting up a howl that attracted 
the attention of a benevolent old gen­ 
tleman, to wlom sba explained her 
cause for grief. She was going, she said, 
to her poor, sick grandmother, and had 
been just pnt off a car because her dime 
was a counterfeit. The gentleman gave 
her a quarter and put her on the next car. 
The conductor in due time called upon 
Little Red Riding Hood for a fare, when 
she produced her lead dime, “ This is 
counterfeit,” s&id the conductor, whereat 
Riding Hood fell to sohhing as if her heart 
would break ; the conductor passed her, au 
old lady gave her a dime, and a boy shared 
some gingerbread with her. Arriving Dear 
her grandmother's house. Little Red 1! d­ 
ing Hood sat down and ate the codfish 
balls ; then she bought 6ome milk frcm a 
drunken milkman, upon whom she passed 
the counterfeit dime, receiving from him 
10 cents in change, sfter which she pro­ 
ceeded to her grandmother’s and stayed 
w ith her for three weeks. In contrasting 
this story with the original Little Red 
Riding Hood, the reader sh' ukl bear in 
mind the disadvantage our heroine labored 
under in having to be her own wolf, a role 
which she sustained with signal ability. 
There does not apoear to be anything more 
to add, except that the town is full of our 
kind of Little R-d Riding Hoods.—[Cin­ 
cinnati Saturday Niglit.

A piematurely bald physician in Thirty- 
fifth street was asked a number of ques­ 
tions about the growth and habits of the 
hair. 
“ In the first place,” he said, “ do you 
know what hair is, anyway ?” 
“ Oaly in a genera! way, perhaps.” 
“ Then let me tell you in a word. 
It is 
an tloogated epidermic appendage. 
Its es 
b.-ntial strnciuie consists of an assemblage 
of epidermic cells, at tbe bottom of the 
flask, shaped foliate, in the substance of 
the skin, supplied with blood by vessels 
distributed to its walls.” 
“ Can hair be made to grow on a bald 
head ? ’ 
“ Not as a rule. 
In debilitated persons 
the.hairs sometimes fall out spontaneously, 
or with sl'ght assistance, and if the bulb 
a’.one comes away, and the sheath and germ 
remain behind, they are capable of repro­ 
ducing the hair, under proper treatm ent or 
favorable circumstances. 
The short and 
pointed hairs on the scalp of old people 
show that new shafts are constantly form­ 
ing. 
The nutrition of hair Is affected 
through vessels which are in contact with 
their tissue, withont entering into their 
structure, so that causes aff.-ctiug the gen­ 
eral health, or affecting the health of the 
skin, also affect the nutrition of the hair.” 
“ W hat causes premature baldness ?” 
“ In a great measure the violation of hy­ 
gienic rules, and the excess of mental and 
physical labor in a climate foreign to the 
race. ” 
“ There is’a greater disposition to gray- 
headedness in this country than in oth­ 
ers ?” 
“ Well, seme w ell-informed people think 
that it is about tbe saíne in all civilized 
countries ; but, if there is any difference, 
it is because of the hurried and unhealth­ 
ful habits of life aud mental exercise among 
Americans.” 
“ W hat is the chemical action which 
produces gray hair ? ” 
“ Accurately speaking, th at’s one of 
those things that no fellow can find ont. 
The color of the hair depends partly on the 
preseuce of pigment granules, and partly 
on the existence of air spaces, which cause 
it to appear dark by transmitted light. In 
Albinos ami gray haired people this color­ 
ing m atter is simp!}- absent. ’ 
“ Is it the case that hair may, from ex­ 
treme fright or other strong emotions, turn 
white, as it is said, in a single night ? ” 
“ It is an undoubted fact. 
Just how the 
change takes place is a m atter of con­ 
jecture. 
But it may perhaps be explained 
by some chemical action upon the oily m at­ 
ter. 
This oily m atter wonld be withdrawn 
from the bair under conditions ef cold, 
debility, or insufficient food.” 
“ Does gray hair then become dead?” 
“ Not by any means. 
The loss of vital­ 
ity does not necessarily follow the I033 of 
color, for gray hair often grows vigorously. 
For that m atter hair will grow after the 
body’s death, 
Oae of the canses of 
premature baldness and grayness is tightly 
fitting and unyielding hats.” 
“ Are any of the thousand and one 
preparations for restoring the hair of any 
value?” 
“ Tonics and stimulating applications 
are sometimes beneficial. 
W hen the hair 
is thin and falls out easily shaving the 
scalp will often produce a thicker, firmer 
and darker growth.—[N. Y. Sun.

p luring of criticism that should bring relief as tears 
do to overburdened hearts. But w hile the Atlantic 
critic has truth on his side an to the contortions of 
language at the Wist, he forgets that his own sec­ 
tion is quite as much at fault, and that the Eastern 
pr-ss presents solecisms quite as outrageous. The 
truth is that the tendency to use slang and to “ man­ 
ufacture” wir-is is a growing one among the re 
p arterial fraternity, and correct writing is giving 
w av to a species of smartness, the wit of which is 
supposed to dwell in the twisting and deforming of 
good English. Both East and West the writeis on 
Joca! papers need correction in this respect. 


THE QUESTION OF A HEW PAVILION 
The SUte Agricultural Society has iU 
headquarters at the capiUl of the SUte, as 
is proper. It has for many years promoted 
annual expositions of the products and in­ 
dustries of the State and coast. B.da have, 
in the prat, been frequently made by other 
localities for the removal of the annual 
' fairs to such places. This is what always 
happens to a State fair, and always will 
happen. Although the law, by making the 
Agricultural Society a State institution, 
has delocalized it, and ite expositions, there 
remain those who will continue to urge its 
removal, forgetful of or indifferent to the 
feet that wherever located it must be of 
some local benefit, and therefore a constant 
subject for the claims of those who desire 
such benefits to inure to their own locality 
Bnt the obligation imposed upon a city by 
local benefit such as stated may be dis­ 
charged. In the past Sacramento has done 
her full duty in this respect. Thtough her 
liberality the Society has had free use 
for more than twenty years of a pavilion 
for the annual fairs. Through her agency 
and the liberality of her citizens the Soci 
ety, for the State, has acquired ample and 
unexcelled stock and parade grounds. On 
more than one occasion the people of this 
place have come to the financial aid of the 
Association. 
The Society, in its late 
rapid growth, has now need of fitter and 
more spacious pavilion accommodations—a 
new pavilion, indeed, is an admitted ne­ 
cessity. Thus a new obligation arises, and 
Sacramento is in duty bound to discharge 
it fully, and suffer no reproach by its neg­ 
lect. That she will baiance the account 
promptly we have no doubt. Her duty in 
this respect is to be measurtd by a large 
proportion of the cost of a Dew structure. 
There remains, therefore, to be considered, 
only the character of building needed, and 
the best method of raising the required 
sum of money that shall be found to be 
Sacramento’s just share of the burden. 
The great depot buildings erected by 
railway companies would appear to be 
among the best models for a pavilion. 
They combine [great areas, with strength 
and lightness of structure. They afford 
the advantages that are incident to a single­ 
span roof aud the absence of internal pil 
lars. 
They are graceful in architecture 
and economic in cost. Snch buildings ad­ 
mit of increase of floor area by the intro­ 
duction of galleries. 
Their bight gives 
them very nearly perfect ventilat­ 
ing facilities, while they may be more 
easily lighted than almost any other class 
of buildings. If this character of building 
should be agreed upon, it would be wise 
to make it cruciform, that the transepts 
may be occupied by distinct divisions and 
departments of the expositions, leaving th: 
center to be lighted from above, and the 
chief promenade and the focal point of the 
building. Whatever form or style of build­ 
ing is resolved upon, it must be, archi­ 
tecturally and in all other respects, in keep­ 
ing with the character of the uses to which 
it is to be applied and the dignity of the 
State. 
As to the method to be employed to 
raise the amount of money this people 
should contribute toward the proposed 
structure, it should be a speedy one, and 
should as equally a? possible distribute the 
burden among ail citizens. It' cannot be 
expected that the State will aid in the 
work until Sacramento has shown, not ouly 
its willingness, but its determination, to 
respond with a contribution proportioned 
to the anticipated local benefit. When 
she shall have her money in hand, ehe will 
be in a position to ask the State to do 
equally as well for its society. 
The benefits to this place to flaw from 
the enlargement of the work of the State 
Society consequent upon the increase of its 
accommodations for exhibitors, whether 
they be large or small, will be common to 
all property owners in the city. Each 
should therefore bear his due proportion of 
the expense to be visited upon us, and the 
non-resident owner must be made to feel 
that it is as much a duty on his part as in 
is on the part of the resident. In the past, 
a3 is well known, the non-resident owner 
has generally escaped from all such bur­ 
dens. To appeal to the generosity of a 
few, and to ask them to contribute iu 
gTeater proportion than others, is un­ 
just, and 
while 
their acquiescence 
might be deemed a 
fine example 
cf liberality it would still be a fact that 
truest liberality is tound in exact justice. 
That method by which all may contribute 
iu proportion to tl.eir interest and the com­ 
mon benefit is the best method. Let the 
Board of Trade, for instance, ascertain the 
cost of the deeircd building, and subtract 
therefrom the value of the-present pavilion 
owned by the county of S toramente, and 
which is ready to contribute that value to 
the fund for a new pavilion to be owned by 
the State. Let the Board then take np the 
city assessment roll as a basis for the as­ 
certainment of the amount that each prop­ 
erty owner should contribute toward the 
remainder of the sum to be raised. The 
desired result will be arrived at by deter­ 
mining the per cent, upon the total amount 
of the assessed values iu the city necessary 
to produce the sum that Sacramento 
should contribute. This having keen as­ 
certained (after a due allowance for a lib­ 
eral margin), the contributions should be 
at once called for. We believe that the 
responses would be satisfactory—certainly 
the justice and equitable character of the 
scheme would appeal with force to every 
intelligence. It is simply a proposition to 
measare the burden by the benefit, and 
distribute the former fairly and justly 
amoDg all who enjoy the latter. It may 
be replied that there will be refusals, 
aud they are entirely probable, but 
there 
is 
no reason whatever for 
supposing 
that 
they will 
be 
so 
great in number as under almost any other 
system of solicitation. Refusals would, 
under this plan, be less defensible—indeed 
wholly indefensible. Tne man of mod­ 
erate means, will feel that while he 
is contributing in proportion to benefit 
received, the wealthy man is doing the 
same, and that the property representing 
large aggregated capital, corporate institu­ 
tions and non-residents, is being called 
upon on precisely the same basts. By this 
plan also a large number of people will be 
reached, and their limited contributions 
received, who are seldom approached on 
ordinary occasions for subscriptions to pub­ 
lic works of this character. The plan will 
involve less labor than the usual one of 
personal solicitation, and which always cp 
erates unequally, and therefore unjustly. 
What is needed is speedy action, that the 
State Society may go to the Legislature 
with Sacramento’s evidence of its willing­ 


ness visible and in hand, and not be com­ 
pelled to offer promise instead of perform­ 
ance. 


THE MISSISSIPPI LEVEES. 
The river and harbor improvement 
bill which passed at the last session of 
Congress, but which failed to receive the 
President’s sanction, contained an item of 
§5,C00,000 for the construction of levees 
along the banks of the Mississippi river to 
protect the reclaimed lands lying along its 
borders from overflow. The measure is 
wholly indefensible on any tenable ground 
of national necessity, because it is not a 
proposition to preserve the navigability of 
the river or to create a new channel in the 
interost of commerce. The lands to be re 
claimed and benefited by the proposed ex­ 
penditure of public money are private 
property. The values to be created are 
to inure to the benefit of individuals. It 
is not good political ethics to take the 
money of the people of M line, Florida, 
California and other remote States to be 
expended in creating values in the hands 
of individuals living along the Mississippi 
river. Oue of the arguments relied upon 
by the iriends of the bill, and used to pro 
mote ite passage, was to the effect that the 
river belonged to the nation, and hence it 
was the duty of the nation to keep it 
within its banks or be responsible for the 
damage done by its ovetffow. 
This is 
treating a river by principles applicable to 
the ownership of a breachy 
caw. 
The question is : 
W hat constitutes 
the natural bed of a river I 
Clearly 
a river must have water way for 
its water at all stages. Rivers do not main­ 
tain exactly the same stages at all seasons, 
and their flood máximums are as much the 
result of natural causes as their low-water 
stages. The reclamation works along the 
banks of all rivers are encroachments upon 
their natural water ways. If the Govern 
meut owns the Mississippi river it cer­ 
tainly should be accorded the right of way 
for its river at all stages. All attempts to re­ 
claim lands, which would otherwise be over­ 
flowed at certain stages of a river, are simply 
in the nature of taking possesion of lands 
which are a part of the river channel at 
flood stages. But even admitting the doc- 
triste to be true, then it foliows that the 
Government is responsible for damage due 
to the overflow of all navigable waters. 
This would make it the duty of the Gov­ 
ernment to reclaim all lands lying along the 
margins of all the navigable waters of 
nearly one-half the North American Con­ 
tinent, for the benefit of the private indi­ 
viduals owning these lands, and also make 
it responsible in damages for all injury in­ 
flicted by the breakage of levees, and con­ 
sequent injury to all personal and real 
property. In fact this is the logical se 
quence of argument, and it will sooner 
or later be invoked by the people of the 
regions whose lands it is proposed to re­ 
claim. If the Government is under obli­ 
gation to build the levees along the banks 
of the MiGsissippi, it is equally under obli­ 
gation to maintain them, and consequently 
liable for damages arising out of any lack 
of diligence in such maintenance. 
Another argument relied upon to jnstify 
this audacious measure related to the 
enormous values to be added to the taxable 
property cf the commonwealth by the 
proposed reclamation works. If this is 
good as applicable to the property of indi­ 
viduals residing in the States of Missis­ 
sippi and Ljuisiaua, it is equally cogent as 
to private property in other sections. 
If the Government will reclaim effectively 
all the overflowed lands of the San Joaquin 
aud Sacramento valleys; construct res­ 
ervoirs for the storage of fl >od waters of all 
mountain tributaries of the two main riv­ 
ers of the State ; conduct such waters in 
canals at sufficient elevati m along the 
foothills cf both sides of the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin valleys to admit of their 
use for purposes of irrigation, it would at 
once confer upon 12,000,000 acres of land 
a value of at least $100 per acre, and thus 
add 81,200,000,000 to the taxable values 
of the commonwealth. 
The arguments 
used by th? prom iters of this gigantic 
Mississippi river scheme prove too much. 
Every obligation resting upon the Govern­ 
ment as relates to the people of the Missis­ 
sippi reposes with equal weight as relating 
to the people of every other section. Tne 
full application of tne doctrines invoked to 
justify this gigantic wrong would convert 
the Government into a vast commune, at­ 
tempting to do for the people all things 
which should be done by and for them­ 
selves. The Government possesses no re­ 
sources not derived from the people. Its 
treasury contaius no money that does not 
belong to the whole people. It cannot, 
therefore, expend money in the creation 
of values which, when created, are 
to be the property of private individuals, 
without robbing all sections not sharing in 
the immediate benefits conferred by the 
moneys so taken and expended. It should 
be plain that the robbery of one section to 
benefit another is a measure of wrong coun­ 
terbalancing ail benefits. 


AN IN fiR ESriSG TRIAL 
Iu Kansas City Borne time ago a mob 
hanged a negro named Harrington for the 
alleged shooting of an officer. The day 
following this lynching it was conclusively 
shown that Harrington wag innocent. The 
real offenders were discovered and dealt 
with according to law. One M. V. Jones 
was leader of the mob which hanged Har­ 
rington. For inciting to that deed of law­ 
lessness and for the death which resulted, 
Jones was indicted for murder, and his 
trial closed yesterday by a failure of the 
jury to agree. This involves the necessity 
of a new trial ; bnt it is scarcely to be 
hoped that Jones will be convicted by a 
Southwestern jury. There is, in fact, a 
lingering barbarism in public opinion 
throughout the country that an execution 
by a mob is liot murder. This error is fos­ 
tered by the loose thinking and thoughtless 
advocacy of mob law by men and jonraals 
when nnder a state of excitement due to 
the commission of some great crime. But 
even under ordinary circumstances there 
still remains in the public conscience a sen­ 
timent justifying murder by mob law. 
Such murder has to the popular conception 
something of the sanction of a legal exe­ 
cution. Kecently a San Francisco contem­ 
porary, in discussing the restoration of law 
and order to the territory of Arizona, at­ 
tributed the improved state of society there 
to the free application of lynch law and the 
lawless sway of mob rule. The same jour­ 
nal referred to this proceeding as an indis­ 
pensable remedy for certain lawless condi­ 
tions of society, and claimed that lynch 
law had played an indispensable part in 


civilizing the territories and protecting 
frontier society. Nothing could be farther 
from the trnth than this species of assump­ 
tion. It is altogether absurd to say that 
lawlessness under any condition of society 
is necessary to the development of civil 
order. When there is an nndue proportion 
of the lawless element in frontier society, 
what 
is 
needed 
is 
greater 
vigi­ 
lance and 
activity on the part of 
good citizens in the support of the law. 
Such effjrt would be directly in the line of 
natural evolution in thedevelopment of civil 
order. In Jones’ case there was no room 
for doubt iu the mind of tbe jury that 
he had incited the mob to bang Har­ 
rington, or that Harrington was an inno­ 
cent man ; but there evidently was a feel­ 
ing in the minds of that jury that to hang 
the leader of a mob would be a bad prece­ 
dent, as tending to discourage the mob 
method. 
In short, that jury must 
have regarded the right of Jones 
and 
his 
associates 
to 
hang 
an 
innocent man without trial as a kind of 
public duty, and that society would lose 
•one of its most valuable correctives for 
lawlessness if mob rule was thus signally 
condemned. The case serves to show how 
much remains to be accomplished in the 
way of corree.ing the barbarous tendencies 
of society before we can claim to have 
achieved any high ideals of civilization 
toward which the great ideas of self-gov­ 
ernment should constantly tend. 


THE LODGE BUSINESS. 
A contemporary, in considering the femp 
tations to which young men arc exposed, 
advises them, in order to dispose of their 
evenings, to “ join a lodge,” and points 
out the advantages that accrue from mu- 
tual-aid associations and confraternities in 
general. Abstractly it is well for young 
men to nave membership with their fellows 
in organizations that are intended to secure 
them against the rainy day ; that cultivate 
the benevolent impulses, aid teach the 
truths of mutual dependence and duty. 
But praotically the matter has a phase that 
is decidedly objectionable--it develops 
the tendency to unite with many orders. 
Very largely the lodge business is over­ 
done. The call it makes upon time that 
should by given to home and the family is 
very often too great, and results in ir jury 
to the person, and not unfrequently leads 
to the lodge being preferred to the hearth­ 
stone. The man who is a member of many 
orders must find his efforts in all weakened 
by the very division of thought and labor 
required. 
There are many wives and 
children who have grievous cause of com­ 
plaint against the lodge. As a rule the 
man who is faithful in one or two well- 
conducted organizations is better off 
th3n he who spreads his energies 
over so broad a field of fraternity and be­ 
nevolence represented by the “ lodge,” as 
to absorb time that is due to the home cir­ 
cle. The animosity that many wives and 
mothers feel toward the lodge grows out 
of this fact. The tendency in latter years 
to unite with a large number of “ orders” 
is one that does not benefit. Some organi­ 
zations have realized this fact, and are con­ 
sidering measures to restrict their members 
in this direction. Home and business are 
jealcus of all rivala, and will not brook 
them. It is better advice to the young 
mau to say to him that it is wei'l enough to 
be a lodge member, but it is bad to have 
membership in many. He should have the 
time that he devotes to a number of frater­ 
nities for Boeial intercourse in non-lodge 
circles, for good reading, for home and its 
pleasures and duties, and for exercises that 
will contribute to the culture of his mind 
and body—and lodge duty very seldom 
does either of these. The subject is capa­ 
ble of elaboration and tbe analysis of still 
other grave considerations, but may be con­ 
cluded for the time by repeating the warn­ 
ing to resist the temptation to unite with 
every new order that presents its invitation. 


A SIGNIFICAN r REDUCTION. 
The postal appropriation bill, now be­ 
fore the House of Representatives, contains 
the usual item of appropriation for the 
star route service, but reduced 82 700,000 
from the bill of last year. While the bill 
was under consideration in the House ou 
Thursday McMullen called attention to 
tbe reduction, but there was not a Con­ 
gressman to arise and say that the reduc­ 
tion was not wat ranted. How is it that 
the star service is enabled to get on with 
nearly §3,000,000 less per annum than one 
year ago, and over $5,000,000 less than 
two years ago? The significance of these 
reductions is unmistakable. They show 
that whoever the guilty parties may 
have been, it is plain that during Hayes’ 
administration tbe stealings in this de­ 
partment of the mail service must have 
amounted to maty millions per annum. 
Tnese reductions go on unchallenged by 
any who are prepared to say that the 
star service is not just as efficient and ade­ 
quate as under Brady and Dorsey. The 
prosecutions begun under Garfield’s ad­ 
ministration by Postmaster-General James 
and Attorney-General MacVeagh have al­ 
ready borne vety profitable fruit to the 
country, and, even if there should be 
finally a failure to convict anyone, it is 
now 
becoming 
apparent 
that 
the 
Government will be the gainer of 
millions by the exposure of the thieving 
devices of the former administration of 
the postal service. The S:ar route thieves 
may successfully evade conviction before 
Washington juries, but the Star service, 
divested of their baDeful influence, re- 
maius to be administered, and its adminis­ 
tration is proving that millions were wast­ 
ed, if not Btolen, as the signal redactions 
of the paBt two years clearly indicate.

RIGHT THIS TIME. 
It seems to have dawned at last upon 
the people of San F'rancisco that the local 
criminal repository there, known as the 
Industrial School, is a burdensome lux­ 
ury. To guard 177 youthful offenders, 
says the Post, it coste the city the pretty 
sum of §19,500 per annum for salaries of 
officers. Thereupon it urges the disestab­ 
lishment of that reformatory, which it is 
admitted has failed of its purposes, and de­ 
sires instead, that a State Juvenile Re­ 
formatory be set up. As an argument in 
ita favor, it urges, with force, that through 
such an agency the neophytes in crime 
may be prevented from becoming hard­ 
ened criminals by the associations of State 
Prison life. So far as this branch of prison 
reform is concerned, and the duty of the 
State to adopt preventive measures against 
the criminal education of young offenders, 
there can be no issue. All well ordered 
States act upon that principle ; California 


stands almost alone in her method of culti­ 
vating youths for criminal gradua­ 
tion. 
This journal for years, per­ 
sistently and with unanswerable force, 
presented the subject to the people, 
while San Francisco journals have either 
ignored it or lacked the intelligence to dis­ 
cuss it. San Francisco should remember 
that this State some years ago made an ef­ 
fort in the direction now indicated by the 
Post, and did found a State Reform 
School. Bat it was disestablished, and 
S»n Francisco influences were the most ac­ 
tive of all in that accomplishment. It is 
fair to assume that that initial effort would 
have attained by this time a position ap­ 
proaching nearly to perfection had it been 
given a serious trial. But however wrong 
San Francisco may have been iu the past, 
and notwithstanding the fact that prob­ 
ably eight-tenths of all youthful offenders 
whose reformation should be attempted 
through the agency of a State Reform 
School, would be drawn from her popula­ 
tion, it must be conceded that what she 
now asks is right. The duty of the 8 ’ate 
is neither abridged nor excused iu the 
premises by reason of that fact. 


A SERIOUS QUE3TI0N. 
High authority charges that the adultera­ 
tion of drugs has grown to be a monetrous 
evil. W c might abide sand iu our sugar, 
endure water in cur milk, and even be be­ 
guiled by the economical ccnsiJeratiODB 
that dwell in butterine, but really the 
world of trade should afford us guarantees 
against the spurious in those compounds 
intended to correct the results of our 
physical indiscretions or misfortunes. Se­ 
riously, there is cauae for governmental in­ 
vestigation into the matter. Men are not 
awake to the facts. They receive their 
prescriptions from their physicians with all 
confidence that the apothecary will dis­ 
pense the required drugs, and not supply 
thtir places withBpurious and non-effective 
compounds. But this confidence, we are 
aesured, ie greatly misplaced, and that in 
nothing is there more ease of adulteration 
than in the drugs of every-day use. The 
difficulties are apparent at a glance that 
environ the patient iu detecting these 
adulterations—in fact be can rarely do so, 
even if inclined. It appears, too, that our 
druggists are not always at fault, for they 
are compelled to take what the manu­ 
facturing chemist presents, though they 
are not wholly free from blame, for by 
combined effort they could effectually crush 
out spurious articles and those that have 
been tampered with. On their behalf it is 
claimed that this cannot be done except by 
theaidof the law, and the more conscientious 
apothecaries are agreed upon the necessity 
for such legislation as shall prevent mere 
tyros from engaging it. the business of 
compounding sn l dispensing, that the 
learned and skilled may be encouraged in 
the vocation, aud such aloue as are canable 
of detecing adulterations. 
There is 
reason in this. 
He who. deals in 
poisons 
and 
in 
drugs of general 
use 
should have a thorough edu­ 
cation in pharmaceutical science, and the 
highest order of skill in that line be re­ 
quired, as is the rule now in several Eu­ 
ropean countries. The subject of drug 
adulteration is one of the gravest imoort, 
and medical science, says an English jour­ 
nal that lias given the matter Bpecial atten­ 
tion, has befcr3 it no more serious problem 
than that involved in the question, “ How 
“ can the people be insured genuine medi- 
“ cines?” It is a question, singular as it 
may seem, to which there has as yet been 
made do satisfactory answer, and no re­ 
ply that even suggests a practicable solu­ 
tion of the difficulty. 
Says one writer, 
“ Adulterated food may provoke disease, 
“ but assuredly adulterated drugs will not 
“ care it.” In all the literature of medi­ 
cine we find very fe«v contributions on this 
snbject, but the testimony is abundant 
that drug adulteration has reached an 
alarming degree of prosperity. 


A STRANGE SECRET. 
Bockel, the official custodian of the 
Keely motor secret, says : “ I use no ex- 
“ travaganee of language when I assert 
“ be3 lonu question that both men of science 
“ and of practical engineering skill alike 
“ would stand amazed to-day if they 
“ realized what Keely has already acoom- 
“ plished.” 
Mr. Bcokel may be con­ 
scientious in that belief, but it is certain 
that his expression will not inspire any 
greater faith in Keely’s invention. This is 
a practical people, and they are disinclined 
to take anything for granted. Not only 
do they deeire to verify the cook’s praise 
of the pudding by the eating test, but they 
are not then always satisfied that the sense 
of taste ie not deceptive. We certainly 
hope Keely has made a great discovery ; 
that it will prove all he claims for it, 
and that he may “ amaze the men of 
“ science,” but he has as yet utterly failed 
to show any good reason for his secrecy. 
If 
he 
has discovered 
the 
opera­ 
tion of a new force, he could suffer no harm 
by stating the principle. The law is ample 
to protect him in his proprietorship, and 
his tearfulness about the whole matter is 
just what has begot public distrust. 
Other great inventors have not found it 
necessary to surround their work with such 
profound mystc-ry. Notably in point is the 
case of Mr. Edison, whose principles of 
operation have not been matters of secrecy, 
though the details of performance have 
frequently been withheld. 
If it is eaid 
that Keely's invention is nobody’s business 
but his own, to tnat blunt statement of 
fact it may be responded that be should 
not then a>k the public to place faith in his 
scheme nntil it is made good by the testi­ 
mony of works, and this is just what he 
has done for years. Human trust is de­ 
manded at times of all men, but Mr. Keely 
has no claim to exact it in this case. 


A PRuMDED EXPOSITION. 
Preparations are now being made for the 
openiDg at Chicago in May next of what 
promises to be a most important and valu­ 
able mechanical fair. It it to be a national 
exposition of railway appliances. Railway- 
men, inventors and manufacturers gener­ 
ally, have given tbe scheme warm appro­ 
val, and that is accepted as a safe indica­ 
tion that the exposition will resnlt in prac­ 
tical benefit to tbe railway aDd manufac­ 
turing interests of the country. It may be 
safely predicted that this fair will prove 
one of the most curious, aud at the same 
time profoundly interesting of exhibitions. 
Railways have called into exercise the 
highest inventive genius, and developed 
the most marvelous mechanical skill, and 
the grouping of examples of their results 
will make up an exhibition which must at­ 


tract universal attention. Not the least 
interesting feature of the a£«ir will be the 
scientific tests that are to be made ot tbe 
leading exhibits. A guarantee fund has 
been raised that insures the financial branch 
of the scheme, and the profits of which 
will be given in prizes, and donated to rail­ 
way service benevolent purposes. Such 
men as ex-Govemor F'airchild, of Wiscon­ 
sin ; Geo. M. Pullman, of the Palace Car 
Company ; Aaron French, of Pittsburgh ; 
E. H. Talbot, Chicago; E. V. Cherry, Cin­ 
cinnati ; and A. G. Darwin, of New York, 
with a score of others of like high reputa­ 
tion, constitute the managing commission­ 
ers, with their headquarters at Chicago. 


OPEN LETTER TO THE ELECTORS CF 
SACRAMENTO. 
I take this method of addressing you about 
the sewerage of uur city. Tne R fcord- 
U nion has called our attention to the subject 
frequently aud earnestly. Still, nothing is 
done. I wish to address you as -one of you, 
having the same interests as you have, aud 
moved by the common good. Ti is is a time 
of unusual sickness from diseases which are 
attributed by physicists of all schools to ma­ 
larial causes, or defective sewerage, or both. 
True, this sickne-s is not confined to Sacra­ 
mento or California. But these causes are 
not confined to Sacramento, and it is no 
reason why we should be indifferent to tbe 
causes of disease which may be prevented, 
because ethers neghct them. We are openly 
tolerating causes*which ought, by all ktowu 
laws of health, to produce disease. The 
causes from mt.i-na I wiil not speak of, only 
those contested with sewerage. 
The open c»nal beluw the city carries 
putridity and death in the fight ot the sun. 
The contents, 
if to punish us as much as 
possible, move during the sickliest portion of 
the year with almost imperceptible current, 
just enough to let loose the seeds of disei-se ; 
aud, as if this ivere not enough, there are 
many places where they spread themselves 
cut in infectious pools, murshts ar d lakes— 
fresh breeding pieces of fevers. Tnis slow- 
creepitur current of death moves against ihe 
prevailing winds, which taka these exhala­ 
tions, and bring them back to the city to 
sniff, Yet the city sits cainily, Cieopatra- 
lilie, with this viper fastened by its fangs to 
her bosota, banging away'down her waist, 
and inj cling fresh poieoa into her veins with 
every southern breiza. 
But the mischief of the canal is by no 
means at its Light. It is rapidly fillii g ud 
with the materials of breeding putridity and 
impregnating the banks. In a few years the 
whole region s uth of the city will be as fatal 
to human fife as the Campagna of Rome in 
its worst days. Already in certain condi­ 
tions of the air the stench a half a mile away 
from the canal is intolerable. So much the 
more virulent in the coming years wiil be the 
poison the impure air will iij-ct into the 
veins of the city. If this outlet for our sew­ 
age is to be continued, by all means let the 
canal be covered or be changed for pipe?. 
But this is not the oaly source of disease, 
nor the worst. A large part of the sewage of 
the city is stored away in permanent vaults 
and cesspools close to the houses, impregnat­ 
ing the soil and making the very foundations 
on which the city stands noxious, and in 
many c ises open connections exist between 
these breeding places of disease and the resi­ 
dences, thus not only filling the g neral air 
with the evil influence, bnt conducting it into 
the houses,* Single families, separate and 
alone on the plain?, that use these connected or 
near vaults or cesspools for a number of years 
are liable to be invaded by typhoids,diphtheria, 
scarlet fever or other fatal diseases from that 
cause. No city that longer tolerates them 
within its borders can escape sore punish­ 
ment. 
We need, lellow-citizens, a new system. 
Every house, barn and shop should be con­ 
nected whh a sewer, and all the fecal and 
fluid and semi-fluid waste matter ehuuld and 
its way into it and thence be speedily re­ 
moved Irom tbe city. 
The pneumatic system is advocated by 
some ; and I have no doubt, if adopted, it 
w uld prove effective. Bat it involves great 
immediate outlay, aud a total and abrupt 
change of all our existing works and substi­ 
tution of new ones. 
A better way, I think, for us would be to 
have a cistern and a pu mp for the discharge 
of the sewage into the river, as I suggested in 
an open letter to the Trustees cl the city two 
years ago. The cistern, f ir the sake of the 
oa-y discharge of its contents into the river 
and to sff ird sufficient foil for the sewers, 
should be situated s in-where near Second 
and T s’reet?. It should be water-tight, sunk 
some thirty feet below the surface of the 
ground, and come up as high as the top of the 
levee. Then let the pipe with which all the 
sewers are connected en*er the cistern some 
twenty feet bel 'W Ihe sorfocs cf the ground. 
This pipe, running on the north side of R 
street aud d fleeting to toe cistern at T street, 
is the only one that would need to 
be made new at once. 
Into this 
the present sewers c.ulrl discharge their 
contents. The cityjoould take its time f r re­ 
constructing tbe ?ewera through the city to 
the Dew and effective grade. Tha cistern, 
moreover, might have ac air-tight cover, so 
as to have the working of the pump produce 
a suction of tbe atrdow.i the sewer?, and pre­ 
vent the escape cf sewer gas into th? city. 
There might also be a syphon pipe, to per­ 
mit the suifece water in the district below R 
street to enter tbe cistern without permitting 
the air to enter. 
The pumps should discharge into a pipe 
which terminates below the surface of the 
river, or the arrangement might be made to 
heve a discharging p-pe, in time of low water, 
pass through the levee, and save pmuping 
the contents of the cistern so high. In this 
way the sewage would quickly disappear from 
the city, and be lost aud neutralized in the 
water of the river, as is the sewage i f all the 
cities and towns on the banks of the Missis­ 
sippi and its tributaries. 
Tois outline presents a plan which is prac­ 
ticable, not expensive, might be at once 
adopted, and would give us the advantage of 
having a system to work towards at our 
leisure.

FOR GOOD BUTTER, 
E ds, Record-U nion : Your rematks thla 
morning on oleomargarine were quite amus­ 
ing, but you can assure your reader?, in this 
community especially, that it is not likely 
that they will be “ sfll cted ” with oleomarga­ 
rine, at lea»t until dairy butter brings better 
prices and ail dairymen make nothing but 
choice bu*ter. There is always plenty of 
second-grade butter to take its place and sup­ 
ply all demand for a cheap article, and mer­ 
chants generally are not favorable to the in­ 
troduction of any substitute. If the Legis­ 
lature can pass an effective law for the 
regulation of weights of two-pound roll?, let 
them go farther aud pass an Act com­ 
pelling every dairyman to make oniy 
choice butter. 
But tbe dairymen are 
not wholly to blame for putting up 
short weights, nor do they get tbe benefit?. 
They invariably sell to dealers at actual 
weight, and the commission merchant does 
the same to the retailer ; and the retailer 
usually is compelled by competition to sell at 
so^ small a profit that very many timet he 
gainB only tbe difference in weight—buying 
and selling at the same figure. “ Competi­ 
tion, the fife of trade,” wiil not allow 
short weights or any deficiency in quality 
without corresponding reduction in prices, or 
loss cf trade. Then it would be almost im­ 
possible to make a mold that would make 
all grades of butter weigh exactly alike, as 
butter differs in density, and the same dairy­ 
man would have to use a different mold at 
d ff -rent seasons—good butter beiDg heavier 
in summer, or with good feed. Snch things 
u-ualiy correct themselves, and legislat* rs, I 
think, could employ their time to better ad 
vantage on other subjects.

8m.. which may be found in Black’s atla?, 
published in 1871; but Johnson’s cyclopedia, 
1877, and Loomis’ astronomy give it 77d. 
2m. 48'. If we take the relative difference, 
however, of the late eminent »nd lamented 
Dr. Draper's computation of his observatory 
at lla-tir.es, uoar New York, which in his 
transit cf Mercury observation, May 6, 1875, 
be gave as 73d.

30 613s. as the 
d tferer.ee between Washington time acd 
th? Clay-street observatory, or, if we 
please, deduct 77 !.

The second internal or third contact was not 
due at Uh. 3Gu. 56 4?., but at the same 
figure we must ascertain. It is not quiie 
clear, however, that the eight minutes creven 
seven and a half minutes’ retardation ex­ 
tends further than tbe diagonal path shown 
running fiom about Wyoming to the Gulf of 
California, bnt it undoubtedly indicates im­ 
portant difference?, which may clear up the ob­ 
served differences at San Francisco and Sac­ 
ramento. Captain Gilbert recordod his ob­ 
servation of the second internal contact at 
11:42 a. m. and the last contact at 12h.

But it appears that the well known medical 
almanac of Dr. Jayne, Philadelphia, given 
the time for shirty-one cities in the United 
Stale?, including Sacramento and San Fran­ 
cisco, and 11:42 a. m. is given for San Kran- 
cfic», and we may note that if we deduct 
three minu*es’ acceleration from eight uña­ 
ntes’ retardation, it leaves the retardation five 
mir.utes, or within 3 6?. of tbe observance, 
or taking the last contact and deducting 31 in. 
accelerati-n from 7m. retardation, it would 
give us 34ui. retardation, which would be 
within 3.6s. of tbe Í3st contact observation at 
San Francisco. A very little alteration iu 
the proportions of the acceleration aud re- 
taidation would give tbe exact resuits, there­ 
fore. I have dwelt upon tbe San Francisco 
observations because they afford the key to 
the correctness of Major Bender’s at the 
State Capitol; but now, then, we must as­ 
certain what tbe longitude of our State Capi­ 
tel is. ^ Professor Hall kindly inform? me 
that it is 27.85 miles less or east of 122J. true 
longitude.

7.4a.—which has never been given by 
any civil engineer before, we have 1221. 25m. 
41s. for Profersor Davidson’s Observatory on 
Clsy-street hill. It must be recollected that 
the Coast Survey Office, Washington square, 
San F/ancieco, was called in longitude 1221. 
24m, 35 49?., but no doubt should have beeu 
122 4. 25m 35.49s. The 56a. 33 6?. gives us 3m. 
46.24?. difference of time, or later than San 
F raucisco, so that, as we found before, that 
the San Francisco, or Captain Gilbert’s ob­ 
servation of lib.

Thus, 
then, we have arrived at conclu-ions that har- 
reon ze wi'h science and tbe facts, and prove 
the correctness of Captain Gilbert’s observa, 
lions. Professor Proctor’s elaborate de.-crip- 
tions and chart for the transit of Decemher 
6. 1882, and tbe really admirable precise fig­ 
ures given by Dr. Jt-y.-e’s Almanac, for 
which his astronomer is deserving of the pub- 
fic thanks, whereas the Scientific American, if 
it quoted from the N ulical Almanac, which 
I have not yet had an opportunity of seeing, 
still on y gave us the Washington time 
without the retardation added, and was con­ 
sequently misleading. It was only a few? 
days since that Dr. Jayne’s Almanac was. 
brought to my notice, which, together wirit 
Proctor s chart, I beiirve clears up the whole 
mystery, now that I have ascertained, tha.

N e w Y o k e, December 9, 1882. 
The jingling of the sleigh-belis is m ingling with the chime of the golden, 
wedding bells ; society is beginning to prepare for its usual winter saturnalia, 
and already onr city is patting oo a carnival aspect. 
Preparation for the 
holidays is going on in many 
our stores, and in the windows of certain of our 
sh ips the mimic gaiety rivals that of the streets, or of the fashionable drawing­ 
room. 
In consequence of all this, purveyors of fashions, dressmakers and 
milliners are busy ; while the r-alizaticn or the anticipation of plea-tire forces 
into their closets all the skeletons, whether of a public character or private 
property. 
U nder these conditions, in the m atter of the wardrobe, it w ill be 
understood that Dam e Fashion is developing the utm ost resources of her genius, 
and is bringing forth the most elegant productions of which Bhe is capable. 
In doing so, it is almost needless to tell our California readers, she is bringing 
into requisition the richest and the most effective materials that enter into the 
rnantna. 


For wedding dresses, for tho tim e, ottoman reps silk is the favorite, though 
plain satin retains its hold upon the fancy of brides who entertain a conservative 
fondness for satin, as the most proper material for the w eddisg robe ; while it 
is not unusual to eee in the robe combinations of satin brocade, or velvet bro­ 
cade, and iu some instances ottoman reps, ottoman velvet biooade (a new and 
an elegant variety of silk manufacture), and plain satin, all have pa:t in the 
creation. 
Fronts or tabliers, embroidered in ¡ earls and mock opal beads, or of 
beads and silk floss, are still seen in some of the most elegant of the fashionable 
wedding robes ; while more recent device gives embroidered side pieces or gores, 
these dividing over a tablier laid 
in 
it.ch-wide side plaits or kilting, 
or 
on 
a 
tablier 
covered with drapery forming a succession of 
curved 
folds. 
W ith the front of the style understood, the back of the drees is en prtn- 
ccsie, or.th e waist and skirt are not in one, the skirt running into a narrow 
train about seventy-two inches deep, requited fullness being given the train by 
under box-piaits iu the seams, and a slightly bouffant effect by looping with 
tapes set underneath. 
W hen this is the character of the back, the front of the 
waist is m ist fr-q iently pointed, and, ia soma models, panniers are gathered on, 
losing themselves iu the adjustm ent of the back drapery. The neck of the dress 
is variously en Pom padour, or square cut, or en turplicc, or V -shaped; while 
brides who conform most strictly to the long-accepted idea of propriety in the 
wedding dress, have the neck high, close around the throat, and fiobhtd with 
a full rnche. 
The skirt is usually bordered with plaiting, aad the lace-edged 
baiayeuse peeps oat from underneath the edge. 
W hen a combination of m ate­ 
rials enters into the confection, the waist, train and sleeves are of the brocade ; 
the plaited front is of the ottotnan reps, and the trimming at the foot is of the 
plain satin, the sleeves usually being demi-long, or of the elbow style ; and lace 
and embroidery trim the waist and the sleeves. 
In the dresses described, how­ 
ever, we have given the excess of elegance ia materials, and the extrem e of style 
in finish. 
V ety few, com paratively, can aff >rd, or choose to afford, so great an 
outlay, even in the wedding gown, as w ili be understood to be involved iu such 
as described; and there are m any charm ingly devised aud much less expensive 
dresses. 


Satin K hediv? (a new manuf..ctnre), and other varieties i f the cheaper 
grades of soft satin, with w hite silk grenadine, siik epiugline, nun’s veiling, and 
other of the silk and the woolen muslin?, are used for bridal robes ; and these 
m uslins are almost exclusively used for bridesmaids’ dresses. 
The style of mak­ 
ing differs from that of the heavy silk stuffs, in that the mns'.ins encourage much 
draping, lending themselves w illingly to soft folds, and being particularly de­ 
lightful in bouffant arrangements. 
For the bridal robe the trained skirt ia 
inevitable, while if made of the muslins in que-tioD, bridesmaids’ dresses have 
the round skirt, several narrow plaitiogs bordering the skirt, and draperies 
forming curved folds on ike front are overhnng by panniers, these being lest in 
the drapery which covers the back. 
The pointed waist, with the pointed or the 
V-shapad neck, prevails, though very young ladies like the round or Josephine 
waist, which, plain at th* shoulders, is fitted to the belt by a few gathers in 
front and back, and is worn with a belt or w ith a sash of handsome ribbon. 
V ery artistic die s.s of nan’s veiling aud the sof t silk muslins are made without 
any extraneous trimming on the skirt, the drapery being laid in numerous folds, 
and so disposed as to forbid assistance from garnitures, though lace is freely 
used, and the choice is generally a finish of Oriental lace, or of some other of the 
novelty laces ; and for bridesmaids a touch of color is seen in the sash and the 
bouquet, these in c ilor in some weddings corresponding, and in others differing. 
W e have been shown some very beautiful dresser with lace-edged panniers divid­ 
ing over tabliers vailed with successive flounces of lace ; and we have seen side- 
gores vailed with lace flounces opening over tabli=rs covered with several carved 
draperies edged with lace.

The styles which appear in wedding dresses appear also in evening dresses 
of colored materials ; and while pure white, cream and ivory whites, and pale 
tints, roue antique, or pale shrimp c .lur, shell pink and antique bine, or a delicate 
turquoise, for metance, sre much worn by young ladies, matrons now incline to 
strong colors ; or if they incline to white or pale colors, aud the silk muslins are 
selected, they usually appear in combinations with grenadine, embodying the 
flowered grenadines in which gold and silver tiasel are interwoven. 
There have 
recently come out lovely robe patterns of fine French cashmere in various tints 
of white, pink, bine and the delicate nentrals, wrought iu silk embroidery in 
designs of blossoms or of garlands in delicate shading of nature’s colors ; and 
these, to a certain extent, are cunceded to yonug ladies for t venirg dresses, 
though something more simple is C',c<,nr..ged for them. 
Brides still wear the 
conventional tnlle veil and orange blossoms ; bridesmaids wear large white plush 
or beaver hats, trimmed with ostrich pin nes ; and at a' recent fashionable wed­ 
ding the bridesmaids wore Uubeus hats of ivy-green plash trimmed with plumee. 


Afternoon receptions are beginning, in the order of fashionable social eti­ 
quette, and these furnish ch toce for the display of much elegance in dress. The 
costume suitable has the short round skirt, and is made in the most effective

P la in F a c ts a b o u t B o ile r E x p lo ­ 
sio n s — In a recent article emanating from 
the Hartford Steam Boiler Inspection and 
Insurance Company, we notice some very 
aensible facts respecting cauees that con­ 
duce to boiler explosions, and which we 
believe will warrant us in commenting 
on. The writer remarks that the tend­ 
ency to employ cheap 
and 
irre­ 
sponsible men as engineers contrib­ 
utes largely to the occurrence of acci­ 
dents with steam boilers. This is a fact 
that cannot be too strongly placed before 
users of steam. Such economy is of the 
“ penny wise and pound foolish” order, as 
many have found to their coat when too 
late. Intelligent service at good wages 
is cheaper in the end than ignorant 
service as a 
gift 
Another active 
factor 
mentioned is the 
dangerous 
practice that prevails with manufactur­ 
ers at times when business is pressing and 
orders are crowding them, of working their 
boilers up to their full capacity and more. 
The evils of this practice are seldom esti­ 
mated at their proper magnitude, aud to 
the serious straining and weakening of 
boilers from this cause many disastrous ex­ 
plosions may be traced, directly or indi­ 
rectly. The extensive experience of the 
Hartford company confirms these opinions 
in the most unqualified manner, as the fol­ 
lowing declaration will testify : " Expe­ 
rience teaches us that nine-tenths of the 
boiler explosions in the conntry are attrib­ 
utable to carelessness on the part of engi­ 
neers, or to the cupidity and avarice of the 
owners, who, to save the expense of addi­ 
tional boiler power, will order their boil­ 
ers to be run at excessive and dangerous 
pressures.” 


INSECT FIDDLERS. 


QZNEBAL WILLI'.M T. SliEKM A?.. 
General William Tecumseh Sherman is a 
native of Ohio State. He wo* h ,rn at Lan­ 
caster on the 8’h of February, 1820. He was 
graduated at Wost B int in bis twenty first 
year, and saw military tervice iu Florida and 
the war with Mexico and elsewhere, before 
resigniug his commisdon in the year 1853. 
Upon his íe’.irement from the army he began 
business in San Francisco as a bai.kcr, and 
continued this voca’ñm four year-, including a 
residence in New York city. From 1857 to 
1859 be practiced law iu Leavenworth, Ks. 
During the succeeding time up to the seces­ 
sion of the State from the Union, be acted as 
Superintendent of tbe Louisia a Military 
Academy His resignation took place in 
January, 1801, and was almost immediately 
followed by hia retain to tbe army. 
Tbe civil war gave Sherman the opportu­ 
nity of distinguiebed service, and plac-d him 
in the first rank of living Generals. His first 
commission was that of Colonel of e regiment 
of infantry. At the first battle of Bull Run 
he commanded a brigade of vcluntei.rs, and 
was made Brigadier-General of volunteers. 
After serving a short time in the camp of 
instruction at St. Louis, he took part iu the 
campaigu conducted io the States of Tennes­ 
see and Mississippi, during which he was 
promoted to the raok of Brigadier-General 
in the regular army. In October, 1863, he 
succeeded General Grant as commander of 
the army department of the Tennessee. 
When, in March, 1861, General GraDt was 
made Lieutenant-Ge era', and commander of 
all the Union forces, Sherman succeeded him 
as commander of tbe military division of the 
Mississippi. This inc'uded the entire South­ 
west, aud his appointment gave him the com­ 
mand of more than 100,000 effective troons 
with whom to operate against (Enera 1 J. E, 
Johnston. Ha began the invasion of Georgia 
on the second of May, 1864, making his ad­ 
vance movement at the same time with that 
of General Grant in the east. His forces 
were suyprior in number to those of the 
Confederate General, who, however, stub­ 
bornly contested the advance at every pos­ 
sible point. There was much hard figbtiog 
between the two armies, and it was not until 
September 21, that Atlanta was captured by 
Major-Ger era! Sbermao, then but newly pro­ 
moted to this rank. He occupied tbe city 
with his army for ten weeks, when he com­ 
menced to march to the sea, having previ­ 
ously dispatched some 40,000 meu under the 
command of General Thomas to repel Gen­ 
eral Hood’s advance into Tennessee. His re­ 
maining forchs consisted of 60.000 men, more 
or fewer. In lees than a month they had 
marched three hundred miles without resist­ 
ance. His first fight was at Fort McAllister, 
below Savannah, the surrender of which 
stronghold preceded that of Savannah by 
eight days. In the middle of January, 1865, 
General Sherman began his invasion of the 
Carolinas His march through South Caro­ 
lina occupied s:x weeks. In North Carolina 
he encountered considerable opposition, a d 
fought two pitched battles. Goldsboro’ was 
occupied on the 22-J of March, 18G5; Raleigh, 
on April 13 h. Oo the 26;h of April, General 
Johnston surrendered his army to Sherman 
on the same terms as had been granted to 
General Lee by General Grant. This sur­ 
render virtually closed the war. 
General Sherman continued in command of 
the military division f the Mississippi a year 
after the end of hostilities, with the rank cf 
Major-General in tbe regular army. He was 
promoted to be Lieutenant-General when, in 
July, 1866, Grant bad been made General of 
the army. His command continued as be­ 
fore. Sherman succeeded Grant as General 
of the army in March, 1869, after the elec­ 
tion of the first-named to tbe Presidency 
He epent part of 1871 and 1872 abroad, in 
Europe and the East. Upon his return he 
made his headquarters at Washington, but 
removed to S t Louis in 1874. General Sher­ 
man has contributed to the history of the 
United States by the publication of his 
memoirs, in 1875. 
ODD ACCIDENTS. 


“ Dost Di* in the house.” “ Rough on 
Rats.” Clears out rats, mice, fl.es, roaches,

A passenger on a railway train in Geor­ 
gia thus relate* what hapnened : “ We 
stopped suddenly when the two trains met 
on the track just this side of Rome yester­ 
day. For my part I went feet foremost 
under the seat that was just in front of 
of where I was sitting. The most singular 
thing that I witnessed was done just across 
the aisle from me. There were two men, 
sitting one directly behind the other, and 
in front of them was an unoccupied seat. 
When the engines struck, the man in front 
turned a complete somersault and lit in the 
vacant Beat just exactly as he eat in the 
other seat. The other man performed ex­ 
actly the same feat, and lit in the seat 
lately occupied by his neighbor.” 
As tbe 7:30 train on the Shore line was 
speeding toward New Haven, Connecticut, 
the other evening, just east of Guilford, 
the engineer and fireman were startled at 
a jar the locomotive received. Thinking 
that they had run over a man, the train 
was backed, and npon arriving at the place 
where the shock occurred were surprised 
to see a huge crane lying upon the ground. 
The crane had evidently been attracted by 
tne headlight of the locomotive, and in its 
flight broke the top of the sand-box on the 
engine and slightly injured the whistle. 
The engineer says he was positive he bad 
killed a man, seeing the blood which col­ 
ored the engine. The crane measured ten 
feet from tip to tip. 
Two young men of Westfield, Mass., had 
a narrow escape from a horrible death one 
day recently. They had been rabbit-hunt­ 
ing by moonlight hear the “ deep cut” on 
the Canal Railroad, and in returning ovor 
what was formerly known as'fihetin bridge” 
were overtaken by the midnight freight 
train from New Haven. So suddenly did 
the train appear that they had no time for 
escaue, eo they threw themselves npon tbe 
sleepers projecting a little beyond the rails 
and cluug there while the train thundered 
by, nearly shaking them off into the rocky 
river bed some eighty feet below. The two 
dogs were overtaken and killed. 
A singular accident occurred in ‘Colfax, 
La., recently, resulting in the death of a 
negro boy about 1C years of age. In com­ 
pany with three or fonr white boys, he was 
walking along the street peeling sugar­ 
cane with the big blade of a very sharp 
knife, when a smaller negro boy ran up 
from behind and playfully jumped on his 
back. The jostle caused the knife blade 
to enter bis breast about two inches, and 
either penetrated his heart or cut an artery 
c'ose to it. He sank to his knees with an 
exclamation of pain, and in a few minutes 
was dead. 
Mrs. Keltie, a prominent singer of Ham­ 
ilton, Oat., was awakened tbe other night 
by the crying of her child. She qnieted it, 
and both were soon asleep ; but she was 
again awakened, aud this time by a sharp 
pain in the ear, when she screamed, and 
by the low burning light saw a rat run 
away. It had bitten Mrs. Keltie’s ear so 
as to make it bleed. Examiuing her babe, 
she found upon its ear the prints of the 
rat’s teeth. 
A man at Clarkville, Ark., was struck 
by lightning, which ran up his arm and 
down his body, splitting his boots open. 
He was not seriously injured. 


An observation of Mr. Batee, in his 
“ Naturalist on the Amazons,” clearly 
shows the purpose served of the “ stridu- 
lation”—as the faculty cf producing sound 
is named in insects. A male field-cricket, 
like some gay troubadour, has been seen to 
take np bis position at the entrance of his 
burrow in the twilight. Loud and clear 
sound his notes, nntil, on the approach of 
a partner, his song becomes more subdued, 
softer, aud all expressive in its nature, and 
as tbe captivated and charmed one ap. 
proacbeB tne singer she is duly caressed 
and stroked with h:e antenia.1 as if by way 
of recommendation for her ready response 
to his love-notes. Thus insect cauriship 
progresses muou as in higher life, although, 
indeed, the siren-notesjbeloog iu the pres­ 
ent case to the sterner sex, and thus re­ 
verse tbe order ot things iu higher exist­ 
ence. The sound-producing apparatus iu 
theee insects consists cf a peculiar modifi­ 
cation of the wings, wiDg covers and legs. 
Thus the grasshopper’s song is due to the 
faction produced by the first joint of tbe 
hind leg ( r thigh) against the wing covers 
or first pair of wings—a kind of mechanism 
which has been aptly c. mpared to a 
species cf violin-playing. On the ianer 
side of the thigh a row of very fine-pointed 
teeth, numbering from eiguty to ninctyacr 
more, is f mud. When the wing covers or 
first wings are in turn inspected, their ribs 
or “ nervures ” are seen to be very sharp 
and of projecting nature, and these latter 
constitute the “ strings,” so to speak, of 
the violin. Both “ fiddles" are not. p'.ayed 
upon simultaneously ; the insect first uats 
one and then the other—thus practising 
that physiological economy which is so fre­ 
quently illustrated by the naturalist’s 
studies. Some authorities, in addition, 
inform us that the base of the tail in these 
insects is hollowed so as to Constitute a 
veritable sounding-board, adapted to in­ 
crease the resonance of the song. And this 
latter faculty is still more plainly exempli­ 
fied in certain exotic instcts allied to the 
grasshoppers ; these foreign relations hav­ 
ing the bodies of the nialeB distended with 
air for tbe purpose of increasing and inten­ 
sifying the sonnd. Again, while, as al­ 
ready remarked, it is the gentlemen insects 
which produce the sounds, there exist a few 
cases in which the lady insects appear to 
emulate the violin-playing instincts of their 
mates. —[ Belgravia.

People have no need to provide for 
Christmas now as they used tc—knitting, 
crotchetmg, doil-dressing—since the m at­ 
ter is taken out of private hands and things 
are made by the quantity. 
Different so­ 
cieties are now holding bazaars, a sort of 
“ Christmas made easy,” in which all kinds 
of articles are offered for sale, with an eye 
tc the holidays. 
These societies are all 
attached to churches, to well known insti­ 
tutions, or are floating charities. 
To the 
latter belongs the B*ulah Club, which 
throughout the year gives entertainments 
of 
various kinds—sometimes 
dramatic, 
sometimes literary, sometimes saltatory— 
and it has jnst held a little fair, oharging 
two bits admission, ice cream and cake ex­ 
tra, flowers for sale, fancy tables on view, 
dancing till midnight. 
They made $300. 
The society hks very jolly times at its 
meetings, and at bentlirs each member in 
turn has the privilege of nominating some 
worthy object for charity. 
Tne B-ulabs 
have done a very great deal of good, and 
this Christmas they intend to provide din­ 
ners for all the people in their neighbor­ 
hood who are too poor to provide 


A CHRISTMAS DINNER 
For themselves. 
They also give an enter­ 
tainm ent for the benefit of the Women 
and Children’s Hospital in a week or so. 
It ia not a society much knowu to the pub­ 
lic ; it never solicits aid ; it docs what it 
can of itself and has a good time doing it. 
As to the missionary aocieties, they sell 
toilet sets, scrap bags, etc , in the interests 
of Borrioboola Gha on the left bank of the 
Niger, and as the buyer buys he may have 
the happiness of knowing that he assists 
Mrs. Jellaby in her efforts toward the cul­ 
tivation of natives and the ceffVe-berry, as 
well as having done his doty by the ap­ 
proaching Christmas. 
A acore of ladies at 
one time and another have passed ti.rough 
here at various times on their way to 
China aud Japan as missionaries. 
If you 
are devoted enough to seek such a banish­ 
ment, you attach yourself to some one of 
the foreign miebions supported by the dif­ 
ferent churches, and by it yon will be re­ 
ceived for two years of training at its ex­ 
pense. 
A t the expiration of the two year^ 
you will go wherever you are sent. 
Many 
things are taken into consideration in the 
decision as to where you will go—your ser, 
your age, your acquirements, your exce1- 
lecco as a teacher, the character of the 
country and the people, but you yourself 
have 
NO VOICE IN THE MATTER, 
Having given a pledge to be at the dis­ 
posal of the Mission. 
This seems like an 
ironclad pledge, but the Mission is never 
hard-hearted, though its first dnty is ia 
the direction of the land to be Christian­ 
ized. 
The ladies passing through San 
Francisco have, to my knowledge, never 
been alone, but leave here in groups of 
two, three and four, some one of tiu-m, it 
is more than likely, being married and in 
company with her husband, thus chap. 
eroning the others. 
I have seen a great 
many letters from missionaries in China, 
Japan and the southern islands of the Pa­ 
cific, and they are very pleas-nt reading. 
They do not represent such a life as one of 
perpetual danger aad hardship, but often 
dwell upon the beauties and curiosities of 
the 
country, 
the pleasure the writers 
have found in travel, the interest with 
which they observe the people and their 
habits, beside the enjoyment they find in 
their chosen occupation. 
Y et through it 
all there runs a plaint like the continued 
striking of a single note, “ Away from 
home, away from heme.” 


THE VARIC US MISSIONS 
In San Francisco where Chinese are re­ 
ceived and taught are curious places, and 
would be interesting to visit, whether the 
visitor approved of them or not. 
By con­ 
sulting a directory at any corner grocery 
or apothecary shop the location of the 
Methodist, the Baptist, the Presbyterian 
and other resident mission schools may be 
I easily learned, and visitors are always made 
heartily welcome. 
The lady teachers are 
I enthusiasts in their work, and most of them 
have done duty over and over and oa-er 
again as guardians to Chinese women and 
girls, thus rescuing them from the lives of 
shame to which they had been doomed. 
Some of the recent church fairs have 
taken hints from the dead and gone carni­ 
val, the Fifth Baptist Church, for instance, 
reproducing the old folks’ booth, and the 
Unitarians giving scenes from Chancer. 
The Cheerful Workers of the Seventh- 
street Congregational Society had a fair 
during three or four nights of last week, 
the proceeds of avkicn were devoted to 
tbeir local mission. 
A concert of much 
excellence was given one evening, and 
tableaux from “ Hanging of the Crane ” 
another, which were very fine, the bride 
boing represented by Miss Anna Bradley, 
the young mother by Miss Gertie Sever­ 
ance, daughter of the Hawaiian Consul, 
the grandmother by Mrs. George Harris, 
and the grandmother grown still older by- 
Mrs. H. L Dodge. 
In the midd'e of the 
room stood a boat, captained by Mrs. Da­ 
vid Byron, the young ladies under her 
leadership h< iDg dres»ecl in sailor costume. 
They sold flowers and candies. 


A THATCHED COTTAGE,
